APOLOGIST OF THE GRAFTER 


LEAGUE. 


The socio-politico goody good Col- 


umbus Dispatch, which knows little 
about politics and less about sleeper- 
ized grafting laws, has turned apolog- 
ist for the Grafter League in the state 
house and insists that the act creating 
the Bureau of Uniform Accounting, as 
amended April 20, 1904 (Ohio Laws 
Vol. 
97, p. 271 et seq.) shall be left 


untouched as one of the sacred relics 
of the original Simon Pure Grafters' 
League limited. 


There was probably a bare excuse 


for the passage of the original act of 
1902, 
(Ohio Laws Vol. 95, p. 511 ct 


seq.) but its principal objects were to 
create a number of fat offices, put 
them at the disposal of a machine 
maker, and double the state auditor's 
salary by a circumvention of the con- 
stitution. Tlio original law, while not 
absolutely necessary was 
compara- 


tively harmless. 


The conversion of the law Into a 


triple geared grafting machine, 
by 


amending out of the original law all 
the restrictions and 
safeguards, 
is 


what the people now very properly 
complain about.
